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Post-war Plans 
Are Discussed 
Ât Kingston 

T. H. Matthews 
McGill Delegate 
Ât Conference 

Delegates from nine Canadian 
universities, who make . up a 
committee on post-war problems 
in higher education, met" in 
Kingston for a three-day con- 
ference this week, McGill, was 
represented by the Registrar, T. 
H. Matthews. This cdmmittcc 
■was appointed by the National 
Conference of Canadian Univer- 
sities to consider the problems 
of these universities which may 
be called upon to provide train- 
ing for between 30,000 and 40,- 
000 men in the armed forces 
after; the war, and is under the 
chairmanship of Norman Mac- 
kenzie, principal of the Univer- 
sity of New Bnmswick. 

The onfcrcnce dealt with the role 
lo be played by the universities In 
the rehabilitation and reconstruc- 
tion period. Among the tinattcrs 
spccl/lcally considered were the en- 
trance requirements which the uni- 
versities will Impose upon the re- 
turning men. Even more important 
than that is the enlargement, o! 
Acuities which wIU be taxed to' the 
utmost by those' men and women 
who left to enter the armed forces. 
Added to these will be those In the 
forces who had not attended uni- 
versities prior to "enlistment, but 
who may be desirous of doing' to 
under the Government offer, of free 
tuition, together with living allow- 
ances. , • 

To enable the universities to meet 
the anticipated demands, progres- 
sive and delayed demobiliratlon 
was suggested. Under this plan, 
men in the armed forces desirous 
of entering a university ; would 
begin their studies before remobil- 
izatlon. thus utilizing the perlad im- 
mediately after hostilities in prep- 
aration for a university career. 

Also treated was the question of 
settling these mature returned men 
among the younger students, who 
will at that time be proc'eeding to 
the universities drecUy from their 
secondary educations. 

The committee also reviewed the 
boarder, matter of the entire Cana- 
dian higher education, with -refer- 
ence lo possible post-war changes. 
Under this discussion camé the cur 
ricula of the arts and the profes- 
leional colleges and the relation be- 
tween pie two branches of learning. 

The specific findings of the pre- 
sent committee will be reported in 
detail, and possibly released for 
publication at a meeting of the con- 
terence which will be held in the 
■pring or early summer of this 
year, It was announced. 



New Evening Courses 
Offered in Second Term 

McGill University is offering 
only two new evening courses 
during uie second haU of thé 
session, it was announced. The 
reason lor this is that fadlKIes 
are already very heavily taxed 
in aecommodating the unusually 
great number of students who 
aUrted courses in October.

cently. The board Includes author- 
ities from' six Canadian universi- 
ties. . Under the chairmanship of 
Arthur MacNamara. Director of Ns' 
(lonal Selective Service. 'thé board 
intends to study the man-power 
problems affecting college students. 

Hon. H. Mitchell, MinUter of 
Labor, assured the board that their 
tuggestlons would receive "most 
serious consideration" by . the De- 
partment and reviewed briefly the 
present man-power situation. He 
pointed out that 2,000,000 Canadians 
in the armed forces and war in- 
dustries are now holding down Jobs 
which did not exist before the war.

The military call-up of tmlversily 
students and the formulating of 
university policjes to serve wartime 
needs more adequately in regard to 
university graduates, are the chief 
concerns of this new advisory board 
Dr. Sidney Smith, president of the 
University of Manitoba, is vice 
chairman, and H. W. Lea, director 
of the Wartime Bureau of Tedmical 
Personnel, is secretary..

Work of Red Cross Centre 



l^e work of the Canadian 

Red Cross was displayed to a 
group of students recently im- 
der the supervision of Mrs. Mc- 
Gce. In a tour through the Red. 
Cross Headquarters on St. An- 
toine the work of all the Que- 
bec Red Cross centres wa^ pre- 
sented for review. In the 
conservation room the, various 
apparel made by the Red Cross 
for the services was shown. 
Such worth-while equipment as 
Hurrlcan mitts, (those with the 
double cuff), mine sweeper 
mitts, stockings of 'all shapes 
and sizes for both men and 
women's forces, aviators belts, 
wireless hats, hats worn under 
steel helnriets, glovy, sweaters, 
hospital equipment in the form 
of bed jackets, amputation 
covers, face masks, surgeons 
caps, .coa^, sheets, bandages, 
nightingales, dressing gowns 
and slippers and bed socks were 
only a few of the many supplies 
produced by the Red Cross. 

There is a seperate section In 
which donations are received. . 
Here are kept also the scraps 
from the cuttings, which are 
also done at this centre. These 
cutttags are done by machine, 
about fifteen layers of cloth 
being cut at one tinie. These are . 
tiien sent out to' branches to be 



sewn. The finished material is 
cheeked in when returned and 
made into capture parcels or 
refugee provision packages. 

Frequently rush . orders are 
sent for by General B. Price, 
head of the Canadian Red Cross 
Commission in England. He 
sends the lists of supplies need- 
ed to Toronto, where the 
National Head is located, and 
all the provinces receive their 
quotas to fill from this centre. 

Purchasing ' of materials is 
done by the Montreal centre hi 
Quebec, the cutting Is done in 
the centre and Is sent to the 
branches to be made up. The 
branches send the cuttings out 
to their groups, and the finish- 
ed articles are returned through 
the same .channels. All work 
examined finally in the centre, 
and no flaws are allowed to be 
sent overseas. 

The stock department keeps 
track of all material received, 
and all finished articles re- 
ceived, thus there is always a 
check on all material used. 

A pattern department is run 
under the direction of Mrs. 
Lindsay. Here patterns are 
made by a volunteer staff and 
sent out to all the branches. In 
particular these patterns deal 
with the making of dresses for 
, refugee ehildxen and io forth.

51 Queen's Members

Kingston, January 12.— (CUP) — 
The midyear examinations, written 
last month at Queen's University, 
showed that the scholastic standing 
of some 51 students was unsatisfac- 
tory. Th enames of these students 
were reported to the National Se- 
lective Service Board. Twenty-one 
were definitely invited to quit the 
University, w*hile the remaining 30 
were informed that they might con- 
tinue their studies if. they could re- 
turn lo the Registrar a permit to 
do so from the Board. 
. The students of Applied Science, 
whose ' results did not meet the 
standard set, numbered 15, and fell 
entirely into the former category. 
In Arts, on the other hand, 17 were 
asked to get permits, and only two 
suspended. In the Faculty of Medi- 
cine there were two suspensions 
and six probations; nine women 
were affected, seven of them being 
required to obtain permits. 

The Registrar's Office has already 
received several letters from the 
Selective Service Board granting 
permission for the .students* return. 
It was further indicated that the 
status of these returning students 
will remain relatively undisturbed 
throughout Uie second term.

(h) Operation of engineer supply 
parks and issue of materials in the 
field. 

(I) Design and construction of 
special equipment in the field. 

(J) Making engineer reports and 
recormaissances.

Aeeording to news received from the 
Engineering Institute of Canada, all gra- 
dtiating scienco students will bo interviewed 
by a board consisUng of representatives 
of the three' sendees '^iind of the Wartime 
Bureau of Technical Personnel, with a 
view to determining the most suitable posi- 
tion for these students upon graduation. 
The students concerned will be gratified to 
learn thai at last the government has 
taken action upon a matter which has al- 
ways troubled them. 

In the past it was the custom for the 
graduate to wander from pillar to post in 
search of the service for which he was best 
suited, and veiy^few signified a preference 
for war industry.' The fate of the prosont 
graduating class will bo dolertninfid about 
the middle of February, and the students 
wiU be able to enter their examinations 
with a dear idea of their future, even if 
they are dissatisfied with the decision of 
the board. 

The action of the government, welcome 
though it may be to the worrièd student, is 
a case of locking the bam door after the 
horae has "taken a run-out powder", for 
according to the latest reports, there ère 
very few positions available in any of the 
arftjtd services. The Air Force and the 
Navy have' very limited requirements, and 
tihe Army has decided thai new eommis- 
siotis will be granted to 0.R.'8 who have 
seen overseas service. This leaves industry 
for the student who has been called a 
"draft-dodger" for some three or four 
years and is dctctmined to silence his cri- 
tics by getting into uniform at the earliest 
possible moment. 

For our part, we cannot undërstànd 
why the armed sérviâes haVe seèn fit to 
freeiq commissions for university gradu- 
ates. The war in Europe may end very 
shortly, and it does take over a year to 
train an officer; but haVe we not a part to 
play in the Pacific struggle? Does anyone 
belièVe that this phase of the war will be 
over in less than two years? Even if the 
government of Canada does not intend to 
take a very active part in the defeat of 
Japan — a ratlier fantastic assiimption • 
there are a great number of Canadians 
who have relatives and friends who fell or 
were captured at Hong Kong. These people 
have a personal interest in the fate of the 
little oivilited aborigines. 

To cloud the crystal ball further, the 
Army Course is continuing to train young 
men with a view to commiRsioning them 
upon the successful conclusion of an eight- 
monUi syllabus, while the authorities stAte 
that commissions will be granted only to 
tbôse who have seen overseas serviee, and 
practically refuse to take graduate engi- 
: Deer8 and scientists. 

One fact emerges as a certainty at the 
imoment. The services will use only a 
imstl number of graduates. 'The rest may 
be construed as rumor-mongering , on our 
part, and if it is we apologize. -We suggest 
that the cure lies in a statement by the 
government of tiie personnel conditions of 
ilu var industries and the armed forces. 



Music Notei 



In ihe^mence of Hli Excellency the Gov- 
ernor General and her Royal Highness, the 
Princess Alice, Mr. Bernard Noylor conducted 
the thirteenth concert of the seuon of the 
Little Symphony at L'Ermitage last Tuesday 
night 

The program opened with Mozart's Serenata 
Kottuma; although this was not the most out- 
standing work on the program, It was well 
played, and the orchestra really seemed to 
catch tha aplrit of Rococco music. 

Hon suit in B minor for flute and orchestra 
by Bach followed; Harve Baillargcon played 
the flute aolo, which has a number of highly 
Intricate passages. Mr. Balllargcoa played ex- 
tremely well, and the orchestra provided s 
well balanced background for his polished and 
beautiful pitying. Each of the six movements 
was equaUx/COOd. but : Mr. Biiillargeon really 
•xealltd In the li^t Badlnerle which closes the 
work. 

Many orchestras have played Mozart's Eine 
Klalna Nachtmustk, therè have been many very 
excellent recordtegs made of this most lovely 
work: thus the listener has become very critical 
of the Interpretation given it However, when, 
on Tuesday night Mr. Naylor conducted the 
Little Symphony in this Serenade, the rendi- 
tion left nothing to be desired. He seemed to 
feal completely the perfect melodic architec- 
ture of the work, and each theme gave new 
pleasure, and suggested new and delightful 
harmonies and Ideas. 

The program ended with the Brandenburg 
Concerto Mo. 4 In G by Bach. Again Mr. Ball- 
larjicon excelled in his rendition of the flute 
iol6, with Lucien Gagnier playing the second 
flute. Most outstanding in the last work was 
the delightful and gay Presto. 

Sometimes there seems to be a certain 
weakness in the violin section of the orchestra, 
and there is a lacking of unity; yet in spite of 
this fact. Va» orchestra and Mr. Naylor gave, in 
the opinion of this reviewer, one of the finest 
concerts ever heard at L'Ermitage, a concert 
indeed, that will live long In the memory of 
Montreal music lovers.

The sea called, and I answered. In the 
summer, I was going to set I need not 
describe the useless rlgamerolc, of going 
through the Selective Service Offices and 
signing up with the transportation com- 
pany.

After a hearty meal of bread and soot (I 
had forgotten to wash), I went up to in- 
spect the Job. To my surprise, the bunker 
was empty. Those (blank) stokers had 
decided to fuel the engines. All afternoon 
I shoveled coal again. By six o'clock I was 
Just a dark imitation of the husky boy who 
started. « 

Next day we passed Tadoussac and 
entered the Sagucnay. The beautiful scen- 
ery of the Laurentlan gorge did not Impress 
me as I had to paint the wheclhouse deck, 
l^ut it seemed odd to me that people paid 
money to see ifnls scenery while I had to 
be paid to see it We arrived at Port Al- 
fred and amidst the jabberings of a tongue 
that I was supposed to have learned in 
high school, we unloaded. Six hours later

Those 
days in the hospital were the only pleasant 
ones of the whole summer. 

Now I can sit down in my easy chair at 
home and write or discuss, quite learnedly, 
the Canadian Merchant Marine. When any- 
body asks me about my experiences, I read 
a little doggerel (stolen from Edgar Allen 
Foe) which goes like this. 

Still the "Normic B" is sailing, still 
is sailing, still is sailing. 

O'er the seas where Cartlèr sailed 
of yore. 

And now I see her,- past the har- 
bour slowly 'steaming 

And the lamp-light o'er her gleam- 
ing, throws her shadows on the 
shore. .

visionary, a revolutionary Soel«ll8t,1ia?:regi- 
menter of the people, and a dlsruptiêr^ot the 
Canadian constitution. 

What happened in the past year which re- 
sulted in this widespread reaction by big busi- 
ness representatives? The war has not been 



won,, but to a large extent, the danger of a 
Hitler victory and the threats to Canadian in- 
dustrialists have l>een removed. Now, the men 
3QSB!tupported Chamberlain through Munich,, 
who armed Japan with Canadian iron, who had 
always been fighting labor, but who were 
obliged to stand aside during the period 1S41- 
43 due to the anll-fasclst total-war sentiments 
of the people . . . these tories are now breath- 
ing- treely again. For them, the. war In Europe 
is won. They can look on the war completely 
from the biislness angle, instead of the survival 
angic.'- Government controls which had origin- 
ally provided easy capital, orders and guaran; 
teed profits did not seem to weigh too heavily 
when there was danger of a Hitler success. 
But now, these same government controb are 
a "danger to free enterprise" and to their post- 
war monopolistic ambitions. 

The ixjlides pursued by the King govern- 
'ment have been a great aid to the antiUabor 
reactionary forces. While ipeaking profusely 
about the "partnership of labor" and a "new 
order for the people", Mr. King has failed to 
give leadership in this direction; and has in- 
stead carried en an appeasement policy favor- 
ing big business and attacking the rights of 
labor and the farmers. Ck>vemme8t spokesmen 
such as Howe, Mitchell and St. Laurent have 
come forward with policies which served as 
retreats before the demands of industrialists 
and as provocations to labor. 

The Liberal government hu been discredit- 
ed in the eyes of the people for pandering to 
anti-progressive forces. This has served to 
strengthen the nation-wide reactionary tory 
business clique whose intention Is to capitalize 
on Lllwral weaknesses and establish a post-war 
government of "free enterprise" reaction in 
Ottawa: 

The provincial and federal by-elections held 
last summer and fall, during which CCF and 
Labor candidates received widespread support, 
served notice to these elements that the Can- 
adian people were taking great strides forward 
along the lines of independent political action 
in opposition to the old parties. Balked by* the 
King government, holding little faith in the 
newly-clothed lory party, and rapidly develop- 
ing politically under the stress and impact of 
war and the achievements of -the Soviet Union, 
the m.ass of the Canadian'* people- are looking 
forward to an era of far-reaching- social re- 



forms. The- vast majority of the people are 
agreed that Canadians must be guaranteed full 
employment and social security; and that this 
can best be done , through government in 
answer to these questions. Moreover, hundreds 
of thousands of Canadians are convinced that 
the future of Canada lies In the establishment 
of a huge economic system, a socialist Canada, 
wherein the means of production will be owned 
and operated by the people through their re- 
presentatives, and production will be nationally 
planned on a basis of production for use and 
satisfaction ot public needs, rather than profit 
and power. 

Every attempt is being made to slander the 
CCF, public enterprise and socialism, and at 
the same time to white-wash the "new" Pro- 
grcssive Conservative Party.. The Daily press, 
"public relations", men and industrialists pin 
their, hopes oh. this party "tree from the sin of 
government control". While promising such 
meaningless reforms as "a job for every man 
under, free enterprise" and "justice for the 
farmers," they arc sparing no effort in employ- 
ing every' legitimate and illegitimate weapon in 
attempting to turn piiblic opinion away from 
the immediate perspective of a CCF labor- 
farmer victory at the next federal election. 

The press Is over-set with anti-socialist 
ballyhoo. The tories arc already campaigning 
for the removal of government controls and the 
handing over of crown companies to private 
industry. They vision an orgy of profiteering 
and lowering of wage standards when our army 
is demobilized, presenting 'them with a cheap 
labor market. Success for reaction will mean 
the betrayal of our antl-fasclsl armies; the big 
business conspiracy and duplicity can only lead 
to future discontent and strife, since it will 
result in another army of unemployed workers 
and farmers, and huge profits. 

Tite road ahead for all progressive forces is 
clear. The "free enterprise" tory reactions 
must be exposed. The immediate targets aro 
the CCF, the trade unions and the Labor Pro- 
gressive Party. The attackers represent less 
than five percent of the Canadian people. All 
sincerely progressive : Canadians must work 
to unite the people's forces, to act jointly to 
defeat the big business reaction and work for 
an orderly road to social reform and prosperity 
through a CCF labor-farmer government.
